Tlie Indian Department. 

It has been our duty to find" ''fault 
■with the seeming tardiness of the Fed- 
eral Govenunent in organizing the In- 
dian P,6pa,i^ii}ent of this Provinco. It, 
therefbrd," 'affords us j)oculiar pleasure 
t6'"ia'niit5taice • the ■ ' appointment" ot^a= 
Superintendent of Indian ' Affairs for 
British Colimibia. In bo far as the 
merits of tlio appoiniiiiont are con- 
' cemed, we think it will bo concodcil 
on all hands that a good solccrtiou has 
been made. The geiitlcman upon 
•whom tlie choice lius fallen has been 
for over ten years a resident of the coun- 
try, during -which period he has been 
closely idontilied with most piiljlic and 
philanthropic movements. Apart from 
other qualilications, his services in the 
cause of Confederation and liesponsi- 
blc GoYonimout, and the sacrilices 
which ho made in that cause, may bo 
ret^urded as f^i\in'j^ him a pccujiarolaira 
to the consideration of the Dominion 
Crovernmoiit. It will be remembered 
that Dr Powell was a member of the 
Lejiislativd As.seiiibly, prior to Union 
with tiio i\I;unliiud, and that he was a 
candidate in 18G8 for the ropreseuta- 
tidii of this city in ' the' tegislduure of 
the United Colony, when ho suffered 
defeat upon the ({uestion of Confedcrn- 
,tion, which happened to bo unjiopular 
in this community at tliat j^criod. The 
office will be very far from a sinecure. 
The Indian Department may bo re- 
garded as among the most imjjortant 
in the Provinco. The head of it ■will 
have to administer the ail'ahs of some- 
thing like fifty thousand jjeople; and.in 
the first instance, everything must bo 
created, for there is not now even the 
fringes of an Indian policy or system 
of adroniiatration. The work of organ- 
ization mil not, therefore, be an easy 
one. Of course much assistance and 
important ad\'ico juust come from Ot- 
tawa, where tho Indian Department is, 
we believe, very complete. AVo know 
that tho Canadian administration of 
Indian affairs has been very successful, 
and the iieople of British Columbia 
will exj)ect to enjoy all the advantages 
of mature experience acquired there. 
There is little doubt tliat the newly ap- 
jjointed yiiperintendent will acquit him- 
self in such a manner as to justify the 
choice made by the Government and 
tho hi;jfh expectations of his luimerous 
friends. 



Tlie PnbUc Works Depart- 
ment. 

To B.W. Pearse,.Esq, C.e! , has been 
given t}\^ {ippointment of Enpfineer to 
the, ]^ublic "Works Department of the 
Dominion in this Province. Zvlr. Pearso 
ranks amongst the oldest public ofli- 
cers in the Province. He entered tho 
soiwice as Assistant Engineer in May 
1851, having been one of forty com- 
petitors, and has been steatlily employ- 
ed in the Department of Lands and 
Works, up- to the presenttime. Durinf,-- 
his connection with that Department 
Ml- Pearse has had to do with most of 
the public works in tho couiitiy, and 
in all that time his integrity, faitliful- 
ness and zeal in tlic jmblic service have 
been above question. His intimate ac- 
rquftintancewith the country and peo- 
ple, and bis long expciience in the de- 
partment of public works eminently 
■fit him for the imjiortant jiosition to 
which lie has b(^eu aiipointcd. AVhile 
regreitinfj;' the loss the l'ro^■iIH■e must 
Biwtain in parting with ^Ir. Poarse — for 
•wo fear his place ^vill not be easily fill- 
ed — ^wo nuist congratulate the Eedersil 
Government upon the apjxjintnient . 
The salary attached to tin; new jjositioii 
is less thaji tho old; but in c:very other 
respect the aiipointnient iiu^y 1)1- ref^Mird- 
ed as well ileserved promotion. Another 
pleasing feature of this appoij^tiiient 
consists in tho fdct that it inaugurates 
the couimciiccinent of those pulilic 
■works for ^\ liic'li lh(^ people liavo so Ion;,' 
and patiently -ViO luul iihnosl suiil iin- 
patieiitly- wuilcd; and th.- nirl tliuf llu>::i' 
■works will lie cai^i ii d on inidi'f tho suiicr- 
vision uf an old and tried public oflicor, 
cannot fail to inSpirb ccmfidence.
